PARIS TENDENCIES. 


PARIS, August 21. 

If the Third French Republic had retained 
the calendar invented by the First, we should 
next month be in the last month of the year— 
Fructidor, the season of harvest and rejoicing. 
That calendar was drawn up by Fabre d'Eglan- 
tine, who named the months to suit either the 
expected weather conditions or the labour 
attached to them, but from the first the seasons 
refused to fit the dates. Thus, snow and frost 
came before the month of Nivrose (January) 
warranted their appéarance, and Thermidor 
(July) proved more rainy than ° Pluviouse 
(February). 

‘So the old calendar, with its varying months 
and movable feasts, has triumphed over the 
matter-of-fact new one, and, like the British 
system of weights and measures, continues to 
prosper on its very defects. Without any re- 
minder from the one or the other, the French 
vine-dresser and farmer continue to draw from 
the fertile soil of France the magnificent 
harvest of corn and wine that are just now in 
the full beauty of their fruition. 


STEEL DECORATIONS. 


Fine cut steel is being revived for the pur- 

oses of fashion this autumn, and women who 
sn collections of buttons or buckles can put 
them to excellent use for girdles, hat pins, and 
similar utilities. Strings and tassels of cut 
steel figure om many new dresses, and long 
chains of finely-cut beads do duty on hand- 
ags. 

Steel goes well with most colours, and, in 
the crusade against black that dressmakers still 
carry on, steel will be used to tone down the 
purples and the wine eshades, the rose and 
cherry, which will be seen at ga/aus and dances 
this autumn. 

So far, the dressmakers are having more 
success with foreign buyers than. with the 
Parisienne in the matter of colour. It is hard 
to induce Madame to walk about her city in 
anything but black, and, however tempting ‘the 
rich-hued velvets offered her. she continues to 
order, quiet, inconspicuous gowns for outdoor 
wear, 


CHANGES MERELY IN DETAIL. 


What secrets is Fgshion about to disclose to 
us for the modes this autumn? At this 
moment, when Nature is preparing to don her 
autumn livery, miladi grows desirous of know- 
ing what it is that will adorn the graces of the 
Parisienne, but the grand couturiers, jealous of 
their secrets, have been preparing their marvels 
in silence and mystery. There is no doubt 
that their creations reserve many agreeable 
surprises for us, which I will shortly be per- 
mitted to describe, for the veil which covers 
them is eoon to be lifted, and displays of 
autumn fashioris are to be made very shortly. 

However, several slight indiscretions have let 
us into one or two of the secrets. Thus, we 
may say that the longer skirts will be more 
draped than those of last season, but not 
draped enough to loose their long 
slender  MJines. The - waist -line ner- 
haps, not quite so low, although not 
altogether normal, and the models are, 
on the whole. a little more roomy, but the 
difference in any of these details is so slight 
that it can scarcely be said that there aré any 
great changes. 

One characteristic of the past season is to 
hold good—the diversity of the models. There 
is to be, so I am told, no single silhouette which 
is to reign supreme, 


PLEATS AND FLOUNCES. 


The dressmaker famous for introducing 
floating wisps of drapery brought into fashion 
in the spring of 1921 now turns his attention to 
pleating, and makes frocks with side pieces of 
the material itself. wide and pleated, which falls 
from the back of the shoulders to a point below 
the hemline, cape-fashion, leaving the arms 
bare.

“bigger the collar, the smaller the coat.’” There 
is at present a tremendous vogue for the 
mannish, strictly tailored, top-coat in fleece, 
tweed or homespun. These are made with 
collars, which are as smart when they are worn 
buttoned close about the throat as when worn 
flat and open. The backs hang in full folds, 
box fashion, or are made with an inverted 
pleat. In the last case, a belt is worn. Patch 
pockets and leather buttons combine to make a 
very smart finish. 

The waistcoat, as well as the blouse, is an 
important item of the modern wardrobe. It 
ean be in velvet, duveteen, satin, brocade, or 
lamé. Jersey-de-eoie is still used, and plain 
materials of all kinds, hand-embroidered, 
braided, or simply trimmed with buttons, can 
be used with equal success. The main point is 
that the waisteoat should be well cut and have 
a collar of right proportion. Nothing is smarter 
than a well-cut waistcoat, and nothing .is less 
smart than a clumsy one.

By a remarkable coincidence, writes 7'Ae 
Times New York Correspondent, the collective 
wisdom of three centenarians, who unanimously 
brand overeating as the greatest cause of jll- 
health and premature death, is made available 
to the American people to-day (August 27th). 

Mr. John A. Stewart, one of the most famous 
American bankers, and Mr. Barr Spangler, a 
well-known merchant and president of the First 
National Bank of Lancaster, Pennsylvania, 
yesterday celebrated their hundredth birthdays. 

r Stephen Smith, ‘the father of American 
public lth,” died yesterday within a few 
weeks of completing a century of life, leaving 
ten maxims on longevity for the benefit of his 
countrymen. 

Dr. Smith was the first graduate of the 
American College of Physicians,. qualifying in 
1850. At that time there was not a single 
organised public health body in the United 
States. Dr. Smith turned his attention to this 
problem, to which he devoted the greater part 
of his life, in the belief that it is possible to 
extend the traditional span of life by thirty 
years. 

A favourite saying of his was “ Every man 
who dies before a hundred, practically speaking, 
dies by his own knife and fork.” His ten 
maxims for longevity are :— 

Eat hardly any meat. 

Drink lots of milk; if it disagrees with you, 
= more. 

ake a ten or fifteen minutes’ nap after 
luncheon and dinner. Ciana 

Sleep ten hours. 

Sleep outdoors when 

Don t smoke. 

Don't, eat sweets. 

Take no alcoholic or other stimulants.

DISPUTE BEFORE THE LEAGUE. 
iters Agency learns that the British 
Government placed the following question 
m the agenda of the Council of the League of 
Nations, which meets this week :—"' Dispute | 
tween France and Great Britain to the 
nationality decrees issued in Tunis and Moroce: 
the French Government having refused to sub- 
mit the legal questions involved to arbitration 

The dispute arises out of certain nationality 
decrees issued in Tunis and Morocco in Novem 
ber, 1921. In these decrees the French Govern- 
ment assert the mght to impose upon certain 
categories of British subjects born in Tunis and 
Morocco the application of French nationah 
thus rendering them lable for conscription 
the French Army. 

In Tunis British 
have, despite frequent 
the British Government, been handcuffed and 
dragged . off to French barracks in order to 
compel their entry into the French Army 

The British Government have made frequt 
protests against these decrees and the act! 
which the French authorities have taken ! 
virtue of them. The chief argument im the 
British protests has been that the persons 
affected are British subjects in English law, and 
that the French Government have no right 
impose French nationality upon British subjects 
who happen to have heen born in -a country 
which is not French territory, but merely under 
French protection. 

The French reply has, roughly speaking, been 
that, in conjunction with fhe sovereigns of 
Tunis and Morocco, they did possess the 
sovereign right to impose French nationality 
upon foreigners born in those countries. The 
British Government has more than once ex: 
pressed its readiness to submit the dispute te 
arbitration, but the French have so far rejected 
this suggestion.

: Signor Schanzer, the Italian Foreign Minister, 
has had a conference with Dr. Seipel, the 
Austrian Chancellor, and Herr Segur, the 
Austrian Finance Minister. 

The Austrian Chancellor opened the 
versations by a declaration of Austria’s friendly 
teeling for Italy and her gratitude for the atti- 
tude adopted by Italy since the war. He re- 
called the fact that the Powers which signed 
the Treaty of St. Germain promised to do what 
was necessary to save Austria from bankruptcy. 
He described the serious financial situation of

The news of the Labour wots in Le 
Havre, which occurred on Saturday, and 
in ‘the course of which three men were 
killed and fifty wounded, makes un- 
pleasant reading. . France has troubles 
enough without having a Labour war on 
her hands, and though the French, like 
the. Ameritaiis, adopt cditiimendably 
prompt and drastic measures in combating 
Bolshevism, the mere fact that the Com- 
munist agitators are able to advance 
matters to the point. at which troops have 
to be summoned to the rescue of the police 
as at Le Havre on Saturday . sufficiently 
indicates that there is sométhing “wrong 
somewhere. The trouble’ seems ‘to have 
arisen some weeks ago. over a threatened 
reduction of the wages of the metal workers, 
and, although no people can less well 
afford esther strikes or lock-outs than the 
French, the dispute seems to have been 
allowed to fester until it .troke out on 
Saturday in the form of a general strike.

There may have 
been. a time when labour disputes* could:

employé.. Modern, social conditions. ate 
too complex, industfies too inter-depen- 


brance. There have been thousands of such 
men, but Michael Collims was great as a man 
endowed with those rare gifts of head and 
heart that belong only to the greatest. He 
possessed what is more than the courage of the 
soldi¢r—the moral courage to stand against 
the abuse, and even the hate, of men for what 
he deemed the best for his country; the soldier 
who, when he was convinced that peace was 
better than war, stood for peace in face of all 
opposition. His courage and fearlessness also 
showed gifts of statesmanship and capacity to 
deal with the problems which have to be solved 
by those who govern a nation. It seems to me 
he went to.a very good master to learn the 
art of government—Abraham Lincoln. A pas 
sage from one of Lincoln’s great addresses, 
quoted in speeches by Michael Collins, might 
well have been in his mind as his guiding 
motto: ‘“‘ With malice towards none, with 
charity for all, with firmness in the right as 
God: gives us to see the right, let us serve cn 
to finish: the work we are if} to bind up the 
nation’s wounds, to care for him who shall 
have borne the battle, for his widow and his 
orphans ; to do all which may achieve and cherish 
a just and everlasting peace among ourselyes 
and with all nations.” It was in the spirit cf 
these words that Michael Collins lived and 
served as a great peacemaker, and .it was 
because he was a lover of peace, while at the 
same “time a true defender of the people's 
rights, that he has died. 

But, happily for himself, malice eg 
‘those’ who caused his death had no place 
his heart. His last ‘words were: “ Forgive 
them.” Surely these words, echoing, as they 
do, the words of the Saviour, will have brougnt 
down on his soul the mercy of God. But 
prayers, and not praise, are what Michael 
Collins would ask at our hands—prayers for 
the welfare of the land which was so dear to 
his heart.

[he Service in the Pro-Cathedral was 
marked by that majestic simplicity which 
gives so much dignity to the last rites of 
the Roman Catholic Church. The build- 
ing was full to overflowing, and the weird 
mournfulness of the plain chant was rest- 
fully impressive. Down the steps came 
the great oak coffin. with its purple 
handles, bearing the trigolour flag and a 
single white lily, the Jast gift of the dead 
General's betrothed. Young men carried 
it on broad shoulders, young men who 
were Michael Collins’s friends and 
subalterns, with wayward tears coursing 
down their sun-burnt cheeks as they laid 
their heavy burden on the waiting gun. 

Richard Mulcahy followed, a. frail 
figure, with drawn, tense features and 
downeast gaze. Other officers were there— 
(reneral McKeon, big, forceful, and 
prematurely grey; General O’Sullivan, 
broad-browed and fresh as a boy of six- 
teen; Generals Tobin and Cullen, the 
dead man’s most intimate associates in 
days. of stress and strain; and General 
Emmet Dalton, the flaxen-haired lad in 
whose arms he died. 

The long procession took hours to pass 
through the streets. All sorts and condi- 
tions of people swelled its ranks. First 
came the guard of honour with reversed 
arms, next a band playing '$ funeral dirge, 
and then the gun carriage, drawn by six 
horses, and followed, first, by the sorrow- 
ing brother of General Collins, with whom 
was Sean Hales, of Bandon, and then by 
his old colleagues of the Intelligence De- 
partment of the Irish Republican Army, 
headed by Generals Tobin and Cullen. 
General Mulcahy, with his Adjutant- 
General, led the Headquarters Staff of the 
National Army, all young men with grief 
in their hearts. Behind them came a 
never-ending thromg of mourners, The 
relatives of the dead man drove in closed 
carriages, after which marched file upon 
tile of youthful soldiery, members of Dail 
Eireann, representatives of every public 
activity in the country from Fellows of 
Trinity College, in cap and gown, to a 
stalwart detachment of the Dublin Metro- 
politan Police.

of a poet and the spirit of a Red Branch 
knight—that even the dead leader did not 
possess. It is something indefinable, in- 
tangible; but it is there, and it is Ilre- 
land's most hopeful asset to-day. 

And so it was all over. We had seen 
the last of one of the most arresting 
figures in modern history. Who will do 
justice to the romance and the tragedy of 
Michael Collins? Seven years ago he was 
an unknown clerk in a London bank, an 
obscure cog in the greatest commercial 
wheel in Christendom. Had he died then 
few would have mourned hjm ; for hé was 
known to iew. But what a change was 
wrought by the passing years! The Easter 
Rebellion of 1916 came and went, and 
Michael Collins was still unknown to 
ninety-nine out of every hundred Irish- 
men. He was in the Post Office with the 
rest of them, but he was only one of the 
many. Pearse, Connolly, MacDermott, 
Plunkett, even "Mulcahy, were men of 
wide‘repute ; but Michael Collins was less 
than a name, 


THE LEGEND GROWS. 

Then came those terrible years during 
which the very foundations of Irish life 
seemed to be riven. Michael Collins 
became a whisper in hill-side cottages. 
Who he was, what he was, nobody seemed 
to know. But he was the head and front 
of the Sinn Fein movement, and little by 
little his legend spread throughout the 
length and breadth of Ireland. He was 
a*hunted outlaw. Ireland was combed 
through and through for his body, but 
he had a thousand lives. He was here, 
there, and everywhere. He was leading 
Sinn Fein s campaign against the British 
Government; yet even in Dublin he was 
unknown outside his own little circle. The 
truce, thirteen months ago, changed all 
that. Michael Collins went to London. 
“On the run” a few weeks before, he 
made merry with Europe’s greatest states- 
men ‘in Downing street, and from being 
the dreaded “extremist”’ of whom we all 
had heard so much, he suddenly developed 
the qualities of statesmanship himself. 

Thereafter his place as an Irish leader 
was secure. He proved that he had a big 
mind, and the Treaty was in a large degree 
of his making. He took over the task of 
Irish government as if he had been born 
with a Minister's portfolio in his hand, 
and, despite the mistakes that were inevit- 
able in the case of an unexperienced, and 
in some degree an untutored, man, he did 
more in a few months to gain the con- 
fidence even of his most convinced political 
opponents of former days than other Irish 
leaders had done in a lifetime. 

Now we have buried him in Glasnevin, 
where Parnell was buried thirty years ago, 
and «Arthur Griffith only the other day. 
Michael Collins has died, the victim of 
an Irish bullet; but his grave, which 
to-day is smothered in a glory of flowers, 
will be a place of pilgrimage for the 
living,

PASSING OF THE PROCESSION. 

The funeral of General Michael Collins, the 
first Commander in-Chief of the Army of the 
Irish Free State, was vesterday made ‘the occa- 
sion of what was probably the most striking 
demonstration ever witnessed in the history of 
the Irish capital. No person who. witnessed that 
demonstration could have the slightest doubt 
in what direction lay the sympathies and the 
will of the people. In the first place, the 
citizens had come into the thoroughfares in tens 
of thousands to show their grief at the un- 
timely death of a national hero, and no less did 
they demonstrate their determination to carry 
the cause for which Michael Collins died to its 
final trinmph, and to make the completion, of 
that work as lasting a monument as ever a 
nation offered to a leader. Probably no city 
in the world has been so much written about as 
Dublin in recent years—it has been described 
as a Sorrowful city, as a gay city, as a city of 
co les, as a city of tragedies, and as a city 
of as many changing hues as are presented by 
a kaliedoscope. In its mood of yesterday Dublin 
was, for any plain man to see, very simple and 
very human—a city of honest people stricken by 
grief, but bearing their grief with great dignity. 

Within a brief oe reland has lost her two 
most important public men—Arthur Griffith and 
Michael Collins. On Wednesday, 16th August, 
the cifizens of Dublin gathered in the stréets 
to pay a last tribute to the mortal remains of 
Arthur Griffith, and on that occasion the most 
manly figure among the men who marched he- 
hind the coffin was that of Michmel Collins. 
Yesterday the people in far greater numbers 
than ever before had come into the streets to 
honour the passing of Michael Collins. Many a 
man in the throng may well have envied 
Michael Collins going to his grave amid the 
tears and prayers of his people—just, as we are 
told, the maimed soldiers of the American Civil 
War envied their comrades.

Not only was every window filled 
with sightseers, but human forms could be seen 
upon every roof, while upon the lamp-pdsts, 
tramway standards, and every possible, and 
seemingly impossible, petch figures had clus- 
tered. The plinth:of the Nelson Pillar and the 
entire O’Connell Monument were festooned with 
human figures. All sorts of people had made 
all sorts of provision for the day. Many 
carried raincoats and umbrellas, others carried 
luncheon baskets, knowing that the hotels and 
restaurants would be closed. -Im contrast with 
these prudent people. who had taken all poss- 
sible ptecaution, was a small boy, wearing a 
Jersy, but neither cap nor boots, and who fad 
entwined his legs around the neck of a statue, 
from which lofty eminence he, placidly sur- 
veyed the crowd; and there: were also little 
toddling babes of not more than. two years old 
squatted along on the outer edge of the throng 
or playing upon the open space of roadway. 
By noon all the trams were cleared from the 
route of the funeral into side streets, and those 
passengers who had not completed their journey 
had to do so on foot. In the period of waiting 
sections of the procession passed along to take 
up the positions assigned to them. us could 
be seen marching parties of soldiers and of 
civilians and vehicles, some bearing mourners 
and others laden with a profusion of beautiful 
flowers woven into appropriate designs, such as 
broken columns, Celtic crostes, and Irish harps. 


SILENT AND BAREHEADED. 


Tt was 2.0 p.m. when the head of the 
procession emerged from Grafton street into 
College Green, then a dense mass of 
people standing silent and barcheaded. Though 
at the outset of the procession many bands 


were playing funeral marches, it was found. 


necessary later to stop the music, apparently 
with a view to accelerating the rate of march, 
and as the centre of the-city was approached 
the funeral was proceeding in unbroken. silence 
through the great silent throng. The effect 
was probably all the more touching on that 
account. First came an advance guard of 
cavalry, riding slowly in single file along either 
ride of the route, and then the Roman Catholic 
clergy, walking’ in rows of four, many reciting 
prayers ag théy passed amid the crowd, whose 
heads were bowed. Next came a firing party of 
the Dublin Guards, with arms reversed, followed 
by the gun carriage, drawn by six horses, on 
which was borne the coffin of the Chiet, whose 
dying wish was. that he should be “ buried by 
the Guards.” On either side of the gun carriage 
marched a guard of honour of Irish soldiers, 
and after the coffin walked the General Head- 
quarters Staff of the Army of the Irish Free 
State, prominent in the foremost rank being the 
slight figure of General Richard Mulcahy, the 
new Commander-in-Chief. friend and comrade of 
Michael Collins. The, coffin was draped with the 
tricolour, and the oniy floral tribute upon it 
was a single lily. This single flower had 'a 
touching significance, for it was a tribute from 
Miss Kittv ‘Kiernan,’ the ' bereaved fiancé 
of the dead General. 

The soldiers, one and all, bore themselves: 
with manliness and dignity, and there was an 
impreskive solemnity in the spectacle which will 
linger long in the recollection of those who he- 
held it. After the soldiers walked the members 
of the Dail Cabinet, many of them bare-headed, 
their set countenances bearing evidence to the 
grief which had come upon them in the loss of 
their two most trusted leaders. Several pair- 
horsed carriages drove the chief mourners, and 
behind the carriages walked the elected repre- 
sontatives of the people—the members of Dail 
Eireann. After them walked the Lord Mayor, 
attended by his chaplain and the Town Clerk, 
leading the members of the Dublin Carporation, 
and next came the representatives of the British 
and Foreign Governments, As the coffin was 
borne over O'Connell Bridee the end of the 
long procession could still be seen  wend- 
ing its way. across Butt Bridge on 
its march towards §f. Stephen's Green. 
Following the civic representatiyes marched 
several sections of military, including 
the Guards, with their pipers’ band, Arm 
Officers (unattached), 
of Guards. In addition to the military, there 
were in the procession large parties of the 
Civic Guard and of the Dublin Metropolitan 
Police, the ‘latter headed by their band 
playing appropriate music, and in charge of 
Chief Commissioner Edgeworth Johnstone and 
other officers. 


THE CORK SECTION. 


All the Civil Service and Educational bodies 
were fully represented, among them the repre- 
sentatives of Trinity College and the National 
University being conspicuous... The Postal 
service was represented, not only by the various 
indoor departments, but by a large party of 
postmen in uniform. Every trade and labour 
organisation in Dublin was fully represented, 
while the Irish Transport Workers’ Union, 
several thousand strong, was headed by its 
band. Sections of the procession consisted en- 
tirely of women, all attired in mourning, while 
other sections were composed exclusively of 
little boys and httle pinks wearing national 
costumes. The Cork men and women resident 
in Dublin filled a large section, as also did a: 
party that had made the journey specially 
from Cork to take part in the procession. The 
Midlands and the West of Ireland were repre- 
sented by large parties that had made the 
journey cráin w to Dublin, and there was also 
a large representation of the Wondon-Irish, 
among whom the deceased General had spent 
eight years of his life. There was not a city 
or town in Ireland without representatives in 
attendance, while among both clergy. and laity 
were representatives of all ; the British 
Dominions and of the United States of America. 

As the procession moved along, ‘there were 
here and here gaps in .jt, . caused by 
the presence of women and children, ' 
were unable to. keep pace with the soldiers.

The resolution passed by the Paris trade 
unions’ calling for a twenty-four hour 
strike’ in support of the Havre trade 


‘unionists has met with no support, the

Work has not been resumed in Havre, 
but there has been no further violence. 
The streets yesterday were virtually 
deserted and many shops and houses were 
closely shuttered. we 

The ‘railway station and bridges were 
guarded “by military. No trams are 
running in the city, which was patrolled 


by strong parties of soldiers. 

Strong forces held the Place Massilon, where 
ithe istrikers proposed to hold 'a mass meeting. 
The meeting was accordingly held in a field at 
Montgeon, outside the city. It passed off with- 
out, incident. 

In an interview: in the Echo de. Paris,, the 
Prefect declared. that the worst is over and 
that there was never any question of proclaim- 
ing maftial law. He adds that a great many 
of the men came out in sympathy with the 
strikérs and are now anxious to resume. 

Nearly all the Havre correspondents of the 
newspapers attribute’ Saturday’s’ rioting to in- 
citement by extromist agitators from outside 
towns, chiefly from Paris. and accuse the dockers 
of -having precipitated the trouble. 

A message received from Havre last night 
says :—This afternoon the town. was quiet. An 
endeavour is being made to find a basis of dis- 
cussion acceptable to both masters and men. 
Bighteen horses were killed by the demonstra- 
tors on Saturday.

AN ATHENS EXPLANATION: 


Reuter’s Agency has received the following 
semi-official Athens message from Greek quarters 
in London :— 4 

“With regard to the reports circulated by a 
portion of the Paris Press regarding the expul- 
sion of a hundred Turks from Smyrna, M.

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GERMAN DELEGATES TO ATTEND, 
BERLIN, Monday. 

A much calmer feeling prevails on the Money 
market here. to-day. 

The exchange value of the dollar has receded 
considerably since Saturday, and early this 
afternoon was quoted at 1,450 marks, having 
dropped 200 points since ihe morning, 

At a meeting of Ministers this morning, over 
which Dr. Wirth presided, it was, decided to in. 
form the Reparations. Commission that the Ger- 
man Government accepted the invitation to 
despatch a delegate to Paris to attend Wednes- 
day’s sitting of the Commission, and that Herr 
Schroeder, of the Reich’s Ministry of Finance, 
had been selected for the purpose. 

Herr Schroeder will be assisted by several ex- 
perts, notably from the Ministries of. Economy 
and Reparations, and the delegation will. pro- 
bably leave this evening for Paris. It is not 
known whether Herr Bergmann will form part 
of the delegation, or whether he will be present 
in an unofficial capacity during the deliberations 
of the Commission. 

In reference fo. the. German proposal to 
guarantee future coal and timber supplies by 
bills on large German industrialists, Reuter’s 
Correspondent learns that the idea is no new 
one, inasmuch as it has been ventilated during 
the past two years, but has never. materialised. 
The prospect of its success. this time, however, 
would seem better, and the scheme, according 
to views entertained here, should appeal to the 
French, who ‘always complained that the Ger- 
man ,induStrialists. were .invariably- left out of 
such combinations. 

The fact that the Reparations Commission has 
invited a German delegate to go to Paris.ta be 
beard, althongh provided for by the Treaty 
Stipulations, has, nevertheless, created a good 
impression here. Favourable comment is. also 
made on the interview given by Sir John Brad- 
bury to the Paris Correspondent of a London 
Sunday paper, in the course of which, according 
to a etatement published here, he. is reported 
to have said that he was convinced the German 
Government was making serious efforts to 
meet the French point of view as far as 
Germany's situation permitted. 

This statement is weleomed here as faithfully 
reflecting the true position of affairs in Ger- 
many, and the intentions of the German Go- 
vernment.

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CENTRAL EUROPE, 


PRAGUE CONFERENCE. 


OF TO-DAY SAYS:— 


In the present unhappy state of Central 
Europe exceptional importance attaches to the 
conference of Ministers of the Little Entente now 
being held in Prague. We regard the Little 
Entente as the chief factor of stability in Central 
Europe. It has no aggressive purrose; its aim 
is to secure to the States that occupy the terri- 
tory .of the former Dual Monarchy the tran- 
quillity they need to adapt themselves politically 
and economically to their new situation. So far 
under the far-sighted leadership of Czecho- 
Slovakia the Little Entente has restrained un- 
rest and promoted the development of progres- 
sive economic relations between the succession 
States. 

In view of the friction between Yugo-Slavia 
and Haly and the possibility that if Austria 
came under Italian control the economic routes 
between Germany and the Adriatic might gra- 
dually be.resumed,; the States of the Little 
Entente aye, very naturally, on their guard. It 
would be fatal if Italy were to regard the 
collapse of Austria in a narrow spirit as a means 
of strengthening her own position against the 
Little Entente. Rightly conceived, the sad occa- 
sion might be used as the first step in a new 
kind of co-operation ‘between Italy and the 
Little Entente for the harpier development of 
Central Europe. 


REPARATIONS CRISIS, 
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ONLY TWO COURSES OPEN. 

Our Paris message affords but faint indica- 
tions of progress towards a solution of the 
moratorium question, says The Times, im a 
leading article. - Sir John Bradbury re-affirms 
with great emphasis the view which he has 
brought back from Berlin. He has acted, he 
declares, throughout in the interests of France 
as well as in those of England. Our French 
friends, we feel confident, will not think of 
questioning his earnest desire to ser : the 
interests of both countries, but it is clear ‘at 
they do nót conceive his present attitude to 
be helpful to France. 

He entertains a deep conviction that only 
two courses are open to us—to give Germany 
time, or to threaten her and ultimately to 
take drastic action. He is satisfied that the 
first, is the only course which affords a chance 
of realising ' some of' our credits on Ger- 
many. To obtain this chance we must. extend 
‘* a certain confidence and grace to the German 
Government.” The second course he is equally 
confident would have the certain result of dis- 
pelling all hope of reparations. We cannot 
believe that French statesmen, any more than 
British. statesmen, imagine it to be either pos- 
sible or desirable fo reduce Germany to a con- 
ditiow of permanent impotence and poverty. 
We are confident that the British people, quite 
as firmly as the French people. are determined 
that Germany shall not escape without heavy 
and lasting punishment for her guilt in provok- 
ing the most ruinous of all wars. 

With these dispositions on either side of the 
Channel, it should not pass the wit of man to 
devise settlements, both of the immediate 
problem of a moratorium and of the larger 
problem of reparations, which shall be accept- 
able to both nations and not intolerable to the 
Germans. 


REPORTS. 
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SIR JOHN BRADBURY’S 
ALLEGED STATEMENTS, 

The Times Correspondent in Paris writes — 
It is necessary to correct on what I believe to 
be good authority various aéssértions which 
have been made during the past few days. It 
is not true that Sir John Bradbury has stated 
either insidé or outside the Reparations Com- 
mission that the Chancellor, Dr. Wirth, runs 
the greatest risk of assassination, and that, m 
any case, the German Government has dis- 
played feecbleness in the situation and is about 
to fall Nor is it true to state that the 
members of the Reparations Commission have 
already lined up. 

The British view is clear. 
least till the end of this year—as a mere 
matter of elementary precaution and as a 
palliative—a total-suspension of German pay- 
ments, without recourse to the imposition of 
any new cenditions. The French view as )t 
now stands is equally clear. There must be no 
moratorium without what are called “productive” 
guarantees, but both the Italians and the 
Belgians are as yet undecided. Another absurd 
report which has been printed and widely 
quoted is to the effect that Sir John Bradbury 
has suggested that American financiers should 
be called in to control the affairs of Germany 
for the purpose of collecting reparations. 
Neither ofticially nor in private ‘conversation 
has any such proposal, or anything resembling 
it, been made. 

All who are acquainted with the thoughts of 
the British delegate know that he could not be 
responsible for a proposition which would have 
the effect of placing Germany in subjection to 
a foreign Power. The thing is obviously im- 
possible.

NATIONAL OFFICERS KILLED. 


There has been some activity in Cork City 
and County, and on Sunday afternoon Lieu» 
tenant Lec, of the national forces, was shot In 
an ambush near Clondrohid, seven miles from 
Macroom. He died from his injuries. 

Lee was with a party of sowie.s who were 
reconnoitring the district betwecn Macroom ami 
Clondrohid.

BOMBS FROM CHURCHYARD 
BODIES OF ATTAC™ERS FOUND. 


National troops are operating successfully be- 
tween Blarney and Donoughmore. They have 
taken up three road mines, and have posted 
several patrols in the district round and in 
the village of Blarney.

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WATERFORD INCIDENTS, 
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WOMAN DIRECTS 

Much activity on the part of 
prevailed in Waterford and 
during the weekend. 

At half-past nine o'clock on Saturday night 
Captain J. J. Cummins, National Army, and 
Mr. J. J. Maher. Kilmacthomas, were ambushed 
in Kilmacthomas by a party .of irregulars. 
Captam Cummins was severely wounded and 
Mr. Maher slightly. Both men walked out of

CORK BUSINESS 
MEN, 


At the meeting of the Executive Committee 
of the Cork Industrial Development Association 
in the offices, 27 Grand Parade, Cork, Mr. P. 
Crowley, Hon. Treasurer, presided. 

A letter was received from Aireacht Trachtala, 
Dail Eireann, informing the Association that 
Mr. Joseph Connolly, Irish Consul, New York, 
was on a visit to Ireland, and may be seen by 
appointment at the offices of the Department of 
‘Trade and Commerce, 87 Grafton street, Dublin. 

The Office of Public Works, Dublin, wrote to 
the Association in reference to the list of 
names .of Irish manufacturers using the Irish 
trade mark on their goods. 

communication was received from Mr. 
Daniel MeGrath, Irish Vice-Consul, New York, 
with reference to an inquiry forwarded to the 
Consulate regarding the standing of a New 
York firm, who recently wrote to the Associa- 
tion requesting its co-operation in opening up 
connection with Irish manufacturers. The Vice. 
Consul wrote, stating that his Consulate had 
failed to receive desired particulars as to the 
methods of representation proposed by the con- 
cern of business and banking references, as 
requested. 

In view of the contents of the letter, the 
Committee would again remind Irish firms of 
the necessity of seeking reliable advice as to 
the standing of firms abroad with whom they: 
have had no previous business connections. 

A member of the Committee drew attention 
to the great necessity of developing local water 
transport services. How valuable this service 
can be was amply demonstrated to traders and 
others whe have been compelled to make use 
of this mode of transport in the past few weeks. 
The Committee felt that the. development of 
a regular coastal service should receive the atten- 
tion of the trading community, and considered 
it a matter of regret that water transport 
should Rave been hitherto relegated to a back 
place, while it might have’ formed a natural and 
obvious linking up with other methdds of 
iransit services. 


INQUIRIES FROM DONEGAL. 

Inquiries continue to be received from Donegal 
centres of hand-embroidery with a view to en- 
listing the support of the Association in securing 
employment for sewers jf their own homes. 
This form of industry is peculiar to Donegal 
and other districts in the North of Ireland, and 
sources of employment have been mainly 
derived through Belfast firms, who supplied the 
material to local agents, who distributed it to 
be finished by workers in those districts. Owing 
to causes which have been operating for some 
time, these workers have been thrown out of 
employment, with the result that distress has 
been acute. The Association suggested to local 
firms the possibility of taking up this industry 
on business lines, supplying materials, etc., to 
be finished by Donegal workers. he Associa- 
tion is in a position to recommend to firms 
interested names of Donegal agents having long 
experience of this cottage industry. 

Complaints that individuals purporting to be 
interested in collecting moneys for projects in 
which the name of the Association has been 
mentioned, have been received by the Secretary. 
The Committee desired it to be distinetly under- 
that no permission has been given to 
individuals to make collections for any 
whatever, either in the form of an in- 
dustrial or business directory, or for similar 
publications. The regular representative ol the 
Association, who has been appointed to call on 
local firms and traders, is authorised to do so, 
and it is requested that when. the use of the 
Association’s name is made by others, local 
traders will demand production of credentials. 

The Chairman said that that meeting could 
not adjourn without expressing its sincere re- 
gret at the loss Ireland had sustained in the 
larnented death of the late Mr. Arthur Griffith. 
Members present knew how earnest a supporter 
of the industrial movement Mr. Arthur Griffith 
had been in the early days of the Associations 
work, and for increasing the development of 
the latent resources of his native land, and it 
was their hope that the pioneer work that 
Arthur Griffith generously gave to the efforts 
of the Association in its infancy would not be 

‘ain, and that the hopes he then cherished 
of seeing Ireland economically self-contained 
would yet be realised in its fullest measure. He 
(the Chairman) moved that the Secretary would 
suitably convey to the bereaved widow and 
relatives, and to the Acting Chairman of the 
Provisional Government, the expression of their 
sincere and heartfelt condolence on the passing 
away of a distinguished Irishman. - i 

Mr. J. P. Weldon, who seconded the motion, 
and Mr. William Kelleher, who supported it, 
desired to be associated with the remarks oí

KNOWLEDGE. 


á AC. ‘ y - 
ITS COMMERCIAL VALUE. 
It is possible (says Engineering) to 
the commercial value of knowledge without for 
a moment assenting to the narrow view of thos: 
who regard all knowledge as valueless, except 
such as ministers to the comforts of man. Ev: n 
the commonly heard defence of apparently use- 
less investigations, on the groumd that the 
knowledge so gained may ultimately be turned 
to account, is really a surrender to the purely 
utilitarian idea. A truer contention is that 
the pursuit of knowledge of any kind is justified 
by the intellectual pleasure it affords, and if 
the pursuit results in discoveries which can be 
turned to material advantage, a double end is 
gained. 

It is, nevertheless, the fact that most 
knowledge is sought from strictly utilitarian 
motives. The curriculum of the ordinary school 
or college is arranged primarily to fit youths to 
earn their own living, and subjects which do not 
directly further this aim, no matter how valu- 
able they may be in promoting culture and 
good citizenship, are often barely tolerated, even 
if taught at all. Education is directed along 
lines devised to equip the young man with the 
particular kind of knowledge which will be use- 
ful to him in his future career, and when he 
asses his final examination or takes his degree 
- expects to find the world ready to afiord 
him a livelihood in return for the knowledge 
he has acquired. 

Lads destined for the engineering profession 
frequently suffer a profound disillusionment 
when they frst seek to enter practical life. 
The certificates and diplomas which they 
thought would cause them to be welcomed in 
industrial establishments do not have this effect 
Nobody seems to want them on account of the 
knowledge .they have so laboriously acquired, 
and they suffer the further sting of noticing 
that men who could hardly an 

equation are holding positions of 
responsibility. Faced with this situation, 
are apt to rail against employers as 
stupidly conservative and blind to their 
interests, 

Such an ‘attitude is, of course, absurd. The 
average engineering employer is a very shrewd 
man, with a fine appreciatjon of value, whether 
in men or things. Were he otherwise, he could 
not run his. business successfully. It is, there- 
fore, somewhat presumptious on the part of in- 
experience to believe that a different kind of 
management would ‘secure greater success, 
although self-assurance is recognised as the pre- 
rogative of youth. It would be more to the 
point, indeed, if the stientific traming was 
applied to a short study of the causes tor the 
lack of appreciation with which the employers 
regard the credentials of so many applicants. 
This would furnish much food for thought, and 
the facts which would emerge might even have 
a beneficial influence upon the training of young 
engineers in general,

A fire at a house in Barking yesterday Ied 
to the discovery that two little girls had been 
drowned in a bath. Smoke was seen issuing 
from a back window of a house in Ripple. road, 
one of a row of cottage dwellings. _ The dis- 
covery was made by the father of the children, 
William Harnden, a motor driver, temporarily 
out of employment. 

According to the neighbours, Harnden, re- 
turning home shortly after 10 a.m., after an 
absence of two hours, was unable to gain ad- 
mission to the premises. Informed of the 
smoke, he forced an entrance, and was horrified 
to find two of his children—Lily, aged four, and 
Violet, aged two—in the bath, which was half- 
full of water. He cried out that the children 
were drowned in the bath, and that he could 
not lift them out. 

A neighbour went to his assistance. Mean- 
while ,the Fite Brigade had arrived, and had 
found the two beds in the back room alight 
and smouldering. They quickly extinguished 
the fire. 

The neighbours are agreed that the family 
lived very happily together, and no cause can 
be assigned for the occurrence. 

The mother of the children, Sarah Harnden, 
a woman of.thirty, was last seen leaving the 
house at about 9.15. i 

Scotland Yard last night issued a description 
of Mrs. Harnden, and stated that she is wanted 
in connection with the affair. Mrs. Harndens 
mother stated that her daughter had sent her a 
yesterday asking her to fetch the
